The substitution of coal fuel for the wood fuel obtained 
from the Forest Department was productive of a good result, hi this con- 
nection I would refer to my letter No, {lated 1st March 1897. 1 llterm 
iu pointed out that the Pumping to the High Service Reservoir costs 
W ood fuel Re, I =803 Gallons pumped.

The Puiiips however 
wi^re originally designed for Pumping to the Sewer Fluhliing I’lCservoir afe 
Pilgrim Lodge, a lieiglifc of 300 feet only. 

Tl was noL I ill after the Engines and Pumps were erected that the 
High Service Pumping was contempliitod. Tho High Sorvice Reservoir on 
Ayarpaita at EmlcUire is 350 feel above Jake level. The makers w'cio 
coiniuuuieaicd wi(h, and rooomnionded reducing the Pump Plunger 
(i'oni 5]^" to kk', they guarauLeed that with the reduction, tlio Pumps 
would deliver 80 giillun,-) a iniimte to a height of 400 feet. On this 
the nevr High Service sujiply was taken In hand pmnj^s altered and 
pijws laid. EKpericnce however has since shown that this extra pump- 
ing can only h(j done at the expense of the pumps and at an cxecssive cost 
of fuel as hotli hoih'rs have to work to olnahi proper steam pressure at ini- 
inont dangor of a fanaplete break <lown. The j)uuips liave previously, on 
iw'o eeparale occa^liauh, hrolcen down, and they again broke down on laang 
put to sppoial trial ailan' tlie close of the year for which report is being 
siihinitted.

Service in liospitals of this oatiire is always un- 
popular and has to be paid for highly. 

The Chorklict Hospital is impoj>ul;u’ witli the native section of (lie 
community,. It Is far way from the heart of the stiitiou and remotel v situ- 
ated behuv the Kuladunghi G-orge with unpo[>ular suvruundings of twc,» 
ceniclarioB. It is difficult to select another site in this dirciAinn owing to wanii 
of water. With an improved w^ater supply it is Jioped that the dcfocL will 
bo remedied.

The report of th.e Sanitary Com- 
mittee that ^Tas convened during the year drew particular attention to many 
sanitary def'eci.s and their reports further wont to show that the staff enter- 
tained by the Gommitte is not a bit above the requirements of the place. A 
blot will always remain against conservancy arrangements till some method 
is adopted for removing fluidiS from the various houses comprising the Eu- 
ropean quarters of the place.

80 A’ietims (5 of whom wore Europeans) and was for a sliort period most 
virulent,. TJie year -will convey sad niemories owing to (ho much to bo 
regretted and sudden d oath of the Lieutenaut-Gleneral, Sir William Ellch 
Iv.C.B. Commanding the Bengal Forces, of elioleia. The outlireak was 
peculiar in that the bazsar kept ivondeidnlly free of the disiriso. The 
.sd/uros and deaths Iming for tlic most part conlinod to the houses in the 
Civil lines. The epidemic had its commencement not in Naini Tal itself 
but at Ktahgodam and surrounding villages.

21). Diving to tlu! outbreak of small -pox extra ouorgy was siiown in 
this rospeeb. The Civil Surgeon amumonod in all liio vactauabol'S who 
patrolled hou, SOS and hunted up ca.sos-vaecJ mating all children. Tim report 
and re turms received from Civil Surgeon (Appendix B) s)>eakior themselves. 
There were 2448 original vaceinalions and 20 IH revaeciuations as Jigainst 
7o2 and 427 of the preceding year. The picreoxatage of successful case.s was 
primary IkkhG per cent, and re- vaccination 47‘G4 per cent. In the preceding 
year they 'Wore l)o‘h2 per cent, and 48'47 per cent, respectively.
